ia Mein Kampf Hitler writes: 


“The cry for the eae 
colonies is mere empty talk.” 

But that was in 1924. The 
words still stand in the book, but 
elsewhere things have changed. Said 
Hitler, November 22, 1935: 
“Germany will never give up her 
colonial claims.” . 

Said Hitler, January 27, 1936: 
"Colonies are acquired by right of 
might.” 

Said Hitler, September 30, 1937: 
“We must.have colonies. But they 
are worth nothing if an. enormous 
armed force as to be maintained to 
guard them. Our interest is com- 
mercial.” 

Said Hitler, November 22, 1937: 
“We must raise the demand for 
colonial livingroom. We must raise 
it louder and louder so‘that the rest 
of the world will not be able to re- 
fuse to hear it. What people don’t 
care to hear to-day they will . be 
unable-to ignore. in. a-few years time. 
-Said Hitler’s spokesman, Herr 
Wenig, propaganda‘leader of the 
German colonial organisation, May 
'- 18, 19388: “Now that Austria is in- 
corporated in Greater Germany our 
need for. colonies is of the most vital 


.of 


importance. ” Unfor tunately our 
colonies do not lie on our borders 
and we cannot just march in. Other- 
wise foreign statesmen might wake 
up one fine day and read in their 
morning papers that we are already 
there.” a 

Says Dr.. Bauer, in a National- 
Socialist Party pamphlet: “The 
passage in Mein Kampf suborinat- 
ing German’s colonial claims to ob- 
jectives in Europe has been misin- 
terpreted.””.

Hitler says in Mein Kampf that 
all Germans must be ‘gathered in 
to the great Germanic Motherland. 
Indeed ‘he insists | that until this is 
done ‘there can be no question of 
seizing territory. anywhere that is 
at present inhabited by another race. 

Where does this Hitler claim lead? 
It has already brought the Saar’ 
and Austria amd Sudetenland - back 
into the Reich. But there are Ger- 
mans in Alsace-Lorraine (France), 
Eupen and Malmedy ~ (Belgium), 
Schleswig: (Denmark), | Danzig 
(Free City), the Polish Corridor 
and —_ SiJesia (Poland).

There is even a 
German colony along -the banks of 
the Don (Russia). Is Hitler go- 
ing to fight for all of them—or at 
any rate threaten to fight? 

“The question of recovering lost 
territories is first and foremost one 
of recovering lost political power 
for the Mother country, and for the 
supreme purpose the interests of 
the lost territories must be ruth- 
lessly ignored. For the liberation 
‘of oppressed and cut-off splinters of 
a race or of the provinces of an 
empire is not effected either by the 
longing of the oppressed population, 
or by the protests of the Mother- 
land. No! No! The reunion is 
brought about by such force as re- 
mains to the country that has been 
robbed. It is the task of the leaders 
of the nation, at home to forge that 
weapon, abroad to wield it.” 

Thus Hitler urges peace with 
England, and even with France for 
a time. As‘for Italy, who took in 
‘300,000 Austrian Germans in her 
South Tyrol annexation in 1919 and° 
treated them more harshly than ever 
the Czechs treated the Sudetens— 
Hitler even forgives that or at all 
events agrees to. forget it for the 
present. 

This being rather an awkward 
bend to negotidte. however, he 
‘blames it on the. Jews, of course, by 
raising. this. issue they.. are only 
trying to’ stir up trouble! “I was - 
one who defended South Tyrol 
practice, i.e, in the army, from's 
1914 to 1918. That land was not 
guaranteed to Germany by lying and 
inflammatory speeches of smart 
parliamentarians in Vienna Town 
Council or at the Munich cenotaph, 
but by fighting battalions. at the 
front. It was the babblers who. 
broke up the front and betrayed it, 
now they chatter about it, the lying 
Jews. Each one of us does his bit 
indeed! We offered our blood for 
it, now. these people ahaenen their

What, indeed, is anyone to think? 
Is Mein Kampf still the Nazi Koran? 
Not a word of it has been altered 
(in the German version). When 
Bertrand de Jouvenal,. a French 
journalist,. asked’ Hitler about it in 
1936, the Fuehrer replied he was 
not an author who re-edited — his 
work, he would leave that. to ‘his- 
tory: At the same. time he assured 
M. de Jouvenal that.he meant. peace 

_Is England to disbelieve Mein 
Kampf because. Hitler writes there 
that-he does NOT want tolonies. and 
‘shouts now that he does? Is Hitler 
lying when he writes that he wants 
to be friends with England? 

‘Is he lying when he promises in 
Mein Kampf to smash France? For 
now he says he is willing to end 
‘the thousand-year battle of the 
Rhine. _ On October 14, 1938, ° he 
said: “When the Saar has~been 
restored only ‘a madman could con- 
template the idea of war between our 
two \States.. No one could demand 
that millions of ‘men should “be -an- 
nihilated for the sake of a readjust- 
ment of our present froutier.” 

On February 1, 1986, Hitler played 
a few more notes on the reassurance 
flute “I solemnly declare that. be- 
tween Germany and France there’ 


‘can can be no point of dispute at all 


as far as is humanly conceivable.” 
On March 7, having reoccupied the 
Rhineland, he added: ‘We have no 
territorial demands to make in Eur- 
Ope. A . 

"On February 20 of - ’ this year 
Hitler told the Reichstag, ‘ “Alsace 
does not exist for us.” On Septem- 
ber 12, at the Nazi Party rally at . 
Nuremberg, he, having meantime an- 
nexed Austria, again offered shis 
hamd to France. ~‘ 

“Germany has renounced all claims 
to Alsace-Lorraine. I did this to 
serve European peace. 
could have made. us give up Alsace-
